In view of an unauthorized publication, 
iiiacenrate in'some(partiealara, which has 
recently occurred, relating to the baggage 
of passengers arriving in the United 
^states, and the liability to duty of the 
SR me, 1 deem it proper to issue the follow- 
ing instructions on the subject: 

Wearing apparel ia nuoal use, and 
other personal effects, not merchandise; 
professional books, implements, instru- 
ments, and tools of trade, occupation or 
employment of persons arriving in the 
I'mted States, are exempt from duty — the 
exemption not including machinery or 
other articles imported foruseinanv man- 
ufsctnring establishment, 01 for sale. 

Household effects of persons or families 
from foreign countries, if used abroad by 
them for one year, aod not iutended for 
any other person or for sale, are likewise 
exempt from duty. 

Paintings and statuary, the production 
of American artists reiidiag abroad, pro- 
vided the fact be certified by the artist, or 
by a consul of the United States, are en- 
titled to free entry. 

The Department has always shown itself 
entirely opposed to the enforcemeot of 
any rules or regulations in regard to the 
■ baggage of passengers arriving in this 
, county which are oppressive. The term 
“wearing apparel in actual use" will ex- 
’ tend to the appropriate wardrobes of the 
j persons arriving in the United Sutes, 

• whether new or oM, providing the articles 
, of wearing apparel are not obviously ex- 
cessive in quantity and quaiity, but are 
' befitting the apparent condition and sta- 
I tion in life of the owner, 
j Care will be taken to select for the duty 
I of examiuing baggage officers of superior

Tbe Captain General of Cuba has is- 
sued a circular against slavers, the terms 
of whi/cb are as follows : 

AKicle 1. Provides that the Governors 
aud Lieutenant Governors shall at once 
give notice of tbe arrival or expected ar- 
rival of slaves in their jurisdiction or vi- 
cinity, as well as the names of all judged* 
to be connected in any way with the slave 
expedition, whether said parties be ol- 
ficisls, private parties or owners of coast- 
ers on the lookout to guide slavers. 

Art 2. In case a lot af slaves be landed, 
all the officials, military and civil, of the 
district, as well as of all districts through 
which the whole or part of the slaves may 
pass, shall be dismissed office and 

, held responsible. , 

Art, 3. All the owners or lessors, and in 
their absence the superintendents, of plan^ 
tatioas whersoa a landing of slaves may 
be mode shidi be braught to Havana to 
be confined in any place outside of the is- 
land which the Ctiptain General may 
choose. *■ 

Art. 4. The Wfithorities or functionaries 
or private citizens wba will denonnee'to 
tbe Capuia Geqerai any slave expedition 
shall be exempted from the penaliiea 
above provided. 

Art 5. Ev^ person not belonging to a 
plantatioa oa which such slaves are sns- 
pected to be kept or to have traversed 
-shall be arrested and held as aa accom- 
plice or conniver at the expedition; aud 
stich person or persons shall be brought 
to Havana to aWait the Captain General s 
etders. 

Art 6. Should the.Ianding of the .'dave.« 
fail to be made, all persons convicted of 
being tbe aalhoraor principal accomplices 
in the expedition shall be expelled frAn 
Cuba.

“THE KEYS OF PARIS " 

A letter writer in Paris sa^: The death 
of d Artois, tbe father of dramatic writers, 
has crested a vacancy in the ranks of 
those veterans whose exertions to amuse 
us in onr youth caused us in our riper age 
to greet the very name with a ready smile. 
D'Artois was the anthor of some of the 
most joyous follies of the repertoire of the 
vaudeville, and the broad farces he in- 
vented for the coarse appetite of the al- 
lied generals daring fheir occupation of 
Paris rendered him the mOst popular mafl 
of tke whole nation. Once when the Cen- 
sor had refused to grant permission for 
tie performance of one of his pieces de 
in laistance, called ‘The Keys of Paris,'^' 
at the lery last moment the emharr iss- 
ment of boih author aad mauager had be- 
come BO great that nothing short of a 
miracle coffld save them. Evgry place 
lied been taken by the foreign oflicers 
anxious te see how the subject was to ‘be 
treated by one of the conquered. In the 
horrible dilemma d'Arlois resolved -upon 
the extri-me step of seekinj; the permis- 
sion refused by the Censor from the Gov- 
ernor of Paris, the great Rostopchine 
himself He loved to tell the story, and 
told it well. 

The great Rostopchine was residing at 
the Palace of the Elyse of Bourbon, and 
on arriving there d'Artols was shown iulo 
the marble saloon on the ground floor, 
which opena into the garden, at that mo- 
ment all redolent with the most delicious 
odors and gay with the piost choice and 
lovely flowers. In the midst of the enam- 
eled glass plot immediately in front of the 
winAiuw, where ateod d'Artois awaiting 
with impatience the appearance of Bos- 
topchine. steod two Cossack soldiers, mo- 
tionless, side by side, bare-beaded, gazing 
fixedly upon the ground. Presently 
imera*4 from behind tbe thick hedge of 
laurels wbicw bordered the view, a tall, 
splendid-looking n<H.aran officer, who, as 
It in a meditaiive mouU, waAed with 
slow and measured pai^e across the lawn 
straight to tbe spot where stood the two

And when 1 look over thia itartluig acena 
of human life, and think that three mil- 
lions of human beings are compressed 
into fifteen millions of brick and mortar, 
and that there it not a day that passes 
from raorniqg into night, and from night 
into eternit^^ that does nOt tee “one mure 
nnfortnaate”^ added to those who go to 
their long account nnshrived and nn- 
knawn, 1 feel that 1 would rather be 
Charles H. Spurgeon, surronnded with 
the love of the rescued souls of the work- 
ing people of his parish, than the I^ird 
Bishop of a tboasBod churches of Eng-

MEETING OFsTBE SCHOOL BOARH. 



AGENTS WAJ^TED

TI 0 X. 1 — The assembly room of the Asso-i 
ciatlop was well filled last night, and one 
of the most interesting meetings held 
since they have occupied their new rooms. 
We are glad indeed to note the constantly 
increasing prosperity and the successful 
workings of the Association. There we- 
one hundred and fifty-two new memBe>rs 
elected last night, and at nearly every 
meeting the number of the body is swelled 
by equally large additions. At least 
twelve hundred names have been regis- 
tered upon the books of the Association, 
and it is gratifying to all who have its 
welfare at heart to notice the prompt and 
earnest reports of the members upon the 
various committees and to see the great 
interest manifested in the general 
affairs of the body. There is one 
point, however, which we noted par- 
ticularly la.st night, in the report 
of the Chairman upon the Finance 
Copituittee, and which we thought d»- 
maiided the earnest attention, considera- 
tion, and prompt action of every one con- 
cerned. There are about three hundred 
and fifty members who are regular at- 
, teiidants, but who have not as yet con- 
tributed anything to the treasury of the 
association, nor even paid up their initia- 
tion lees. These delinquents, if they (pel 
any pride in the success of the body of 
which they are members, should 
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At the meeting the fechool Board last 
night, after the usual ceremonies con- 
nected with the openiiig of the meetiogs 
of such bodies, the fuUowing business was 
transacted: 

Report of Prof Brftler was a"5optcff. ' 
with instructions to confer the honorary 
degree of A. B, on Messrs. Wilson and 
Thompson, of the Junior Class of the 
Male High School. 

Dr. Robinson offered certain amend- 
ments to the Rules, which were read and 
referred to the Committee on Rules. 

On motion the use of the Third Ward 
School building was granted to Mr. Dean 
and Mr. Bartholomew for the purpose of 
Jiolding Sunday School therein. 

Mr. Elliott presented a paper getting 
forth facts and figures showing the de- 
crease of students ia the Grammar De- 
partment On motion a committee of 
three was appointed to inquire into the 
cause of the same and report tu the next 
meeting of the Board. 

The following resolution was then 
adopted : 

liesoUrtd, That the Building Committee 
be authorized to contract lor the new 
school building corner of Center and Wal- 
nut, with such parties as they may deem 
best. 

In consequence of the conference of the 
Honorary Degree of A. B. upon Messrs. 
Wilson and Thompson of the Junior Class 
of the Male High School, and of the con- 
currence of the School Board in a resolu- 
tion to that effect. President Danforth 
tendered his resignation, which was re- 
ferred to a special committee, consistiag 
of Messrs. McCullough, Wellman, and Hil- 
ler. ‘s 

A resolution was adopted, which, in its 
effect, assumed by the Board the payment 
of (60 for costs incurred in the defense 
of a suit agaiast Professor Boles, of the 
Fifth-ward School, by one Selvage. 

An adjourning resolution was adopted 
to the effect that when the Board ad- 
journ it be to meet again on Monday night, 
the 24tk inst. 

Tke Superintendent of Public Schools, 
in his report, proposes the reduction of 
the number of teachers, and lessening the 
eoet without lessening the eflkiency of 
the present mode ol leaching (jperman. 
Adopted. 

On motion, tke roslgnation of President 
Danforth was necepted, nnd Dr. W .E. Rolr 
inson was unanimously elected in hit 
place. An election for V'ice President was 
then held, which sesalted in the eleciion 
of D. HcCulIongh.
